Silence fell in the Fairview Le¬ 
gion on Tuesday after a doctor 
pulled out several needles he 
had picked off the ground on 
his walk to the hall for a public 
meeting about the opening of 
a methadone clinic in the area. 

“This disease is part of 
this community,” addictions 
physician David Saunders said 
above the sound of the glass 
needles clinking together in his 
hands. “I’m here to stand up for 
the addicts in the community 
who need help.” 

Saunders works with Dir¬ 
ection 180, the organization 
opening the new clinic in a 
house at 3648 Dutch Village Rd. 

More than 100 people gath¬ 
ered for the town-hall meeting 
Tuesday afternoon, and views

were starkly polarized. 

Many residents and busi¬ 
ness owners say they are not 
opposed to the methadone 
clinic, but rather its location. 
They also say that hearings 
should have been held with 
the public before the site was 
chosen. 

The province currently has 
no regulations for public con¬ 
sultation with regards to med¬ 
ical clinics. 

“My objection is the lack 
of public process,” said Laurel 
Harrington, owner of nearby 
Freeman’s Little New York. 


“You can’t get a liquor licence... 
you can’t build a shed without 
the community being notified.” 

Saunders stressed the need 
for a clinic in the area, noting 
that 30 per cent of those on Dir¬ 
ection 180’s 300-person wait 
list are from Fairview and that 
seven opiate drug addicts cur¬ 
rently live in the building next 
door to the clinic. 

Teresa Nelson is the mother 
of an addict who has called 
Direction 180 every day for 
months in an attempt to get off 
the group’s wait list. 

“This methadone clinic is 
much needed,” said Nelson as 
people in the crowd openly 
wept. 

Direction 180 executive dir¬ 
ector Cindy Maclsaac passed 
out a fact sheet and told the 
crowd that steps will be taken 
to ensure there is no loitering 
around the clinic, which will 
be open from 8 a.m. to 12 p.m. 
daily. 

“It’s disturbing to me be¬ 
cause I am also a resident of 
Fairview,” said Maclsaac, a re¬ 
covering addict of 16 years. “I 
know that if I hadn’t had sup¬ 
port, I wouldn’t be here today.”

A review of community-access 
privileges at the East Coast For¬ 
ensic Hospital makes 18 recom¬ 
mendations to address a “cul¬ 
ture of AWOL” at the facility. 

The government ordered 
the review after the murder of 
Raymond Taavel on Gottingen 
Street April 16.

sing from the hospital at the 
time of Taavel’s death and is 
now charged with second-de¬ 
gree murder. 

A practical review of Capital 
Health’s practices raises con¬ 
cern about an acceptance of 
missing, or AWOL, patients due 
in part to a lack of consistent re¬ 
sponse to AWOL activity. 

The 18 recommendations 
focus heavily on revising proto¬ 
cols and clarifying guidelines 
on who should get community 
access — and who shouldn’t. 

Capital Health CEO Chris 
Power said most of the system’s 
current flaws could be blamed 
on “variability” in practices. 

“That happens because vari¬ 
ous clinicians have different 
perspectives on things,” she 
said. “What we are trying to do 
is take out a lot of that and put 
more rigour around the pro¬ 
cesses at hand.” 

The review suggests the 
number of AWOLs is higher 
in Nova Scotia than in other 
jurisdictions. It says GPS units 
should not be used to track 
patients on leave, saying it’s a 
poor use of resources and isn’t 
done anywhere else in Canada. 

A statement from Taavel’s 
family criticized the “cursoiy 


dismissal” of GPS technology. 

“We believe that limited 
use of GPS tracking systems for 
certain offenders/patients with 
a history of violence ... could 
and would assist authorities in 
locating them before the public 
comes to any harm,” 

Provincial officials said the 


review does not address the 
specifics of Denny’s release 
because the case is currently 
before the courts — which Toiy 
MLA Chris d’Entremont called 
a “back-out.” 

“People want to know what 
happened that night, and how 
we are going to learn from it,” 


he said. “This is a big hunk of 
paper that doesn’t accomplish 
anything to remember the life 
of Raymond Taavel.”

Smokers could cause access issue: Report 



An expert’s review of com¬ 
munity-access policies at the 
East Coast Forensic Hospital 
in Dartmouth suggests pa¬ 
tients’ smoking needs may be 
the reason for some unescort¬ 
ed passes. 

“I could not escape the 
impression that repeated 
and insistent requests from 
patients to be granted privil¬ 
eges outside the hospital in 
order to smoke may result 
in rapid progression towards 
community access,” writes 
University of British Colum¬ 
bia psychiatiy professor Dr. 


Johann Brink. 

The review recommends 
establishing a smoking area 
on the hospital grounds, but 
Capital Health CEO Chris 
Power says she can’t support 
the idea. 

“We’re a health-care or¬ 
ganization,” she said. “We see 
every day the effects of smok¬ 
ing, and this feels very regres¬ 
sive.” 

Power says patients are 
not getting leave specifically 
to smoke, but Brink’s report 
notes the hospital is unique 
in giving patients unescorted

“The (clinical) teams ac¬ 
knowledge that there has 
been a decreased threshold 
for granting one-hour pass¬ 
es.... Smokers were likely to 
press for one hour passes and 
are more likely to have these 
granted when compared to 
non-smoking patients, even 
if a risk assessment indicates 
them to be at a higher risk 
than non-smokers for un¬ 
toward outcomes,” states the 
report.

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Child luring. Man charged 
in case has mental-health 
problems, says lawyer 


The 19-year-old man charged in 
connection with a recent child- 
luring incident in an Atlantic 
Superstore earlier this month 
suffers from mental-health 
problems, according to his law¬ 
yer. 

Leo Jones of Lower Sackville 
was arrested Sept. 7, two days 
after a man took a four-year- 
old boy into a washroom at 
the Superstore on Joseph Howe 
Drive. 

On Tuesday afternoon, 
Jones’ lawyer appeared in court 
on his behalf, and told the 
court his client had mental- 
health problems. 

“There are signs of develop¬ 
mental delays,” Roger Burrill 
said inside the Halifax prov¬ 
incial courtroom. “These are 
much at the root of these al¬ 
legations.” 

Burrill asked that the case 
be moved to the mental-health 
court in Dartmouth, and for a 
psychiatric assessment. 

Police say a man approached 
the young boy in the grocery 
store on Sept. 5 and took him 
to a second-floor washroom. 



The boy’s parents soon 
reported him missing, and 
the suspect walked out of the 
washroom with the child then 
left the store alone. 

Jones continues to be re¬ 
leased on strict conditions, 
which include avoiding places 
where children are present, 
and to have no unsupervised 
contact with children under 16. 

He is scheduled to appear 
in the mental-health court on 
Sept. 27.

Springhill murder. Teen 
receives life sentence for 
killing his mother 


An 18-year-old Springhill man 
has received a life sentence for 
killing his mother last October. 

Zachary Quinn Brake ap¬ 
peared before Justice J.E. Scan- 
lan in Supreme Court in Am¬ 
herst on Monday. 

He was charged with the 
Oct. 24, 2011 second-degree 
murder of Tracy Ann Rudder- 
ham while she slept in the bed¬ 
room of her Mechanic Street 
residence. 

Brake will not be eligible 
for parole for 13 years and is 
banned from owning or pos¬ 
sessing firearms for 25 years. 
He must also provide a DNA 
sample. 


Drug paraphernalia found 


Brake claimed to have dis¬ 
covered a crack pipe on top 
of the fridge and a needle 
in the kitchen cupboard 
shortly before the murder. 
He said finding these items 
enraged him because his 
mother had promised him 
she was off drugs. 


Several days had been set 
aside this month for a trial, but 
Brake attended court in early 
August and changed his plea

Mayor Peter Kelly is expected 
to be in Nova Scotia’s probate 
court Wednesday for a hear¬ 
ing to determine if he’ll be 
removed as executor from 
a deceased woman’s estate 
after allegedly taking nearly 
$150,000. 

In documents filed with 
the court, Mary Thibeault’s 
beneficiaries allege Kelly has 
been unresponsive to their re¬ 
quests to settle up the estate,

more than seven years after 
she died. 

“We believe that Peter 
Kelly has not acted in the 
best interest of the estate and 
his lack of effort on his part 
shows disrespect for Mary E. 
Thibeault’s final wishes,” the 
filing said. 

“We beneficiaries have 
great concerns regarding the 
accounting of this estate. We 
feel we have been more than 
patient and that the continual 


procrastination by the execu¬ 
tor is going to make it next to 
impossible for true account¬ 
ing of the estate.” 

The filing also alleges 
that Kelly failed to report to 
the beneficiaries, either not 
providing information when 
requested or telling “mis- 
truths.” 

Kelly’s role as executor of 
Thibeault’s estate made head¬ 
lines after The Coast revealed 
Kelly made out cheques to 
himself and his son totalling 
$145,000. 

Shortly after the story was 
published in February, Kelly 
announced he would not run 
for re-election in October. 

Kelly has repeatedly re¬ 
fused to comment on the 
matter publicly, saying it was 
personal.

Province 
promises 
to deal with 
rising bills 

The Nova Scotia government 
says it’s poised to respond to 
a public backlash over rising 
electricity rates. 

Energy Minister Charlie 
Parker, in remarks prepared 
for a public meeting Tuesday, 
revealed the government will 
introduce legislation to limit 
the amount taxpayers must 
contribute to executive salaries 
at Nova Scotia Power Inc., the 
province’s privately owned 
electric utility. 

“We are dealing with the 
fallout of bad decisions by pre¬ 
vious governments, and Nova 
Scotians, rightly so, are asking 
for measures that help them 
today,” Parker said in a submis¬ 
sion to the Nova Scotia Utility 
Review Board. “Many Nova 
Scotians, particularly those 
on fixed incomes, have voiced 
concern about the executive 
salaries paid by the privatized 
utility. I agree.” 

Parker said the new law will 
ensure the taxpayer-funded 
portion will be capped to keep 
executive salaries at a level 
comparable with senior public 
servants, the Canadian press 


Soaring salaries 


In May, documents released 
online showed Rob Bennett, 
CEO Nova Scotia Power Inc., 
saw his total compensa¬ 
tion package rise to $1.15 
million last year, up from 
$934,212 the previous year. 


• Chris Huskilson, CEO of 
Nova Scotia Power's par¬ 
ent company, Emera Inc., 
earned $747,115 in salary 
last year. But once share 
options and pension con¬ 
tributions were added, 
his total compensation 
climbed to $2.99 million, 
slightly up from $2.96 
million in 2010.

Wind-energy 
project approved 

The Assembly of Nova 
Scotia Mi’kmaq Chiefs 
has received approval 
for a community-based 
wind-power project in the 
Amherst area. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment says the six-megawatt 
project falls under its Com¬ 
munity Feed-in Tariff pro¬ 
gram. The program allows 
eligible groups, including 
First Nations and munici¬ 
palities, to receive an 


established price per kilo¬ 
watt hour for projects that 
produce electricity from 
renewable resources. 

The $ 18-million project 
will be developed by 
KMK in partnership with 
Wind4all Communities 
and could be operational 
by later next year or early 
2014. 

Chief Gerard Julian, co- 
chairman of the assembly, 
says the project will help 
position the Mi’kmaq as a 
long-term partner in the 
renewable-energy sector.

Halifax West 
to keep all of 
Bedford 


Federal riding. Some 
on Prospect Road 
could become part 
of revamped South 
Shore-St. Margarets

All Bedford neighbourhoods 
may now be staying in the 
federal riding of Halifax 
West, but some living along 
Prospect Road aren’t happy 
with the idea of becoming 
part of South Shore-St.Mar- 
garets. 

At a public hearing on 
Tuesday night in Clayton 
Park to discuss proposed new 
federal electoral districts, the 
chair of the Nova Scotia Com¬ 
mission announced revisions 
to the boundaries proposed 
this summer. 

“We decided to reloolc at 
Bedford,” said Justice Allan 
P. Boudreau to a crowd of 
several dozen at the Quality 
Inn hotel. “We decided the 


change wasn’t helpful to the 
community.” 

The original proposal sug¬ 
gested putting a Halifax West 
district line through the 
southern part of Bedford, and 
moving some in the town 
into the riding of Sackville- 
Eastern Shore. 

Boudreau said the com¬ 
mission received a lot of feed¬ 
back regarding the proposal, 
and realized changes had to 
be made. 

The new suggested bound¬ 
ary includes Magazine Hill, 
Admiral Cove, Eaglewood 
and Ridgevale, keeping the 
Bedford communities in the 
riding of Halifax West. 

“I’m veiy pleased,” said 
Halifax West MP Geoff Regan. 
“A lot of people didn’t think 
it made sense to divide up the 
community.... So that’s very 
good news.” 

Some Prospect Road resi¬ 
dents are unhappy, however, 
with the size of the Halifax 
West district being cut in 
half to account for popula¬ 
tion growth, which places 
them into the riding of South 
Shore-St. Margarets.

Double-lung-transplant recipi¬ 
ent Helene Campbell helped 
announce the launch Tuesday 
of a new feature that allows 
Canadian Facebook users to 
share their intention to be¬ 
come organ donors right on 
their Facebook timeline. 

The service first launched 
in the U.S. and U.K. in May 
and has since expanded to 12 
more countries. 

Jordan Banks, managing 
director of Facebook Canada, 
said there have been more 
than 275,000 registrations to 
date. 

“We believe that simply by 
telling people that you care 
about that you are, in fact, a 
donor, this power of sharing 
and this power of connection 
can play an important role in 
raising awareness for organ 
donation and encouraging 
others as well to become or¬ 
gan donors,” said Banks. 

Leona Aglulckaq, Canada’s 
minister of health, joined 
Banks and Campbell in the 
announcement at a press con¬ 
ference in Ottawa. 

Campbell applauded the 
move by Facebook and said 


the most important thing 
when it comes to organ dona¬ 
tion is sharing. 

“Something like this is 
exactly what we need,” Camp¬ 
bell said. 

“This is my generation 
now. My generation is social 
media. Why not use it for the 
better and the greater good?” 

There are more than 4,500 
people in Canada who are 
waiting for vital organs like 
hearts, livers and kidneys, the 
minister said, adding that de¬ 
spite Canada’s efforts, their 


needs are not being met. 

“I invite all Canadians on 
Facebook to take a moment 
to consider becoming a donor 
and to make a decision that 
can save up to eight lives,” 
said Aglulckaq.

Fugitive allegedly 
kills two officers 

Two unarmed officers were 
gunned down by a wanted 
fugitive in the Manchester 
area of northern England 
on Tuesday, police alleged. 

Chief Const. Peter Fahy 
says that Fiona Bone — a 
32-year-old who was plan¬ 
ning her wedding — and 
Nicola Hughes, 23, died 
shortly after the gunman 
opened fire and set off a 
grenade in Hattersley, a 
suburb about 16 kilometres 
from central Manchester. 

The man alleged to have 
carried out the killings, 
29-year-old Dale Cregan, 
surrendered at a local police 
station shortly after the 
incident and was booked on 
suspicion of murder. Cregan 
had already been the focus 
of a manhunt as a suspect 
in two murders last month.

Ancient text refers 
to Jesus’s wife: Prof 

A Harvard University 
professor has unveiled a 
fourth-century fragment of 
papyrus that she says is the 
only existing ancient text 
that quotes Jesus explicitly 
referring to having a wife. 

Karen King, an expert 
in the histoiy of Christian¬ 
ity, says the text contains 
a dialogue in which Jesus 
refers to “my wife,” whom 
he identified as Mary. King 
says the fragment of Coptic 
script is a copy of a gospel, 
probably written in Greek 
in the second century. 

King unveiled the 
fragment of the “Gospel of 
Jesus’s Wife” in Rome on 
Tuesday. She says it doesn’t 
prove Jesus was married but 
speaks to issues of family 
that faced Christians.

Union delegates voted to 
formally suspend the strike 
after discussing details 
of a proposed contract 
settlement worked out 
over the weekend.

Official mulls regulation 
of parties’ voter databanks 


The federal election watchdog 
is examining whether regula¬ 
tions are needed to control 
the use — and abuse — of the 
voter-identification databanks 
assembled by political parties. 

Chief electoral officer Marc 
Mayrand acknowledged Tues¬ 
day that technology has en¬ 
abled politicians to communi¬ 
cate with and engage voters 
more easily. 


But it also has a downside, 
as the so-called robocall affair 
has exposed. 

Elections Canada has re¬ 
ceived almost 1,400 complaints 
from voters who say they re¬ 
ceived automated calls mis¬ 
directing them to polling sta¬ 
tions for the 2011 election.

though the agency has received 
complaints from voters in 234 
of the country’s 308 federal rid¬ 
ings.

Diane Klich was supposed to 
be cycling another gruelling 
leg of a 7,000-km journey 
across Canada today, raising 
money for children with can¬ 
cer. Instead, she ended up in 
hospital after a road accident 
ended her ride. 

While the crash broke her 
collarbone, her spirit remains 
intact and she is determined 
to continue fundraising and 
eventually finish the trip. 

“Me going through one sur- 
geiy at the age of 37 and my 
first broken bone is nothing 
in comparison to what these 
kids go through,” said Klich, 
her right arm tightly fastened 
to her chest. “They go through 
hundreds of treatments and 
surgeries. Their childhoods are 
robbed from them.” 

A newbie cyclist, Klich em¬ 
barked on the ride with more 
than 20 others after she real¬ 
ized how cancer has affected 
so many people in her life. 
She trained all summer for 
the 17-day event. But last Fri¬ 
day near Sudbury, two men in 
her tight travelling pack fell 
in front of her. 

“I knew I was going down,” 
she said. “There wasn’t a lot of 
wiggle room where I was.” 

She suffered a compound 
fracture in her collarbone and 
was forced to return home 
and await surgery. All this one 
week before she was due to 
cross the finish line in Halifax. 

Although she was devas¬ 
tated to abandon the once-in- 
a-lifetime ride, she says she

knew she had achieved her 
primary goal. 

“We were out there to raise 
awareness and we were out 
there to raise money, and I did 
both of those things.” 

Each national rider is re¬ 
sponsible for raising $25,000 
for the Coast to Coast Against 
Cancer Foundation. The or¬ 
ganization donates 100 per 
cent of the proceeds to fund 
cancer research at Canada’s 
pediatric facilities. 

So far, Klich has raised more 
than $73,000 and she is not 
ready to stop. She has organ¬ 
ized two “Inside Ride” events 
at schools in the fall where kids 
will cycle on stationary bikes. 
The proceeds will be added 
to her fundraising total. Next 
year, she hopes to complete an¬ 
other four-day cycling event for 
the organization. 

There is also the possibility 
of “finishing” the cross-Can¬ 
ada cycle next summer, she 
says. Relay racers often join 
the other riders for shorter 
portions of the journey. Klich 
is considering cycling the Bar- 
rie-to-Halifax leg next year 
— the portion her injuiy de¬ 
railed her from.

Another day, another disaster 


for Mitt Romney’s presidential 
campaign. 

A day after an undercover 
video that shows him deriding 
Barack Obama voters as govern¬ 
ment freeloaders and lifelong 
victims, additional footage of 
the Republican telling donors 
that Palestinians “have no in¬ 
terest” in peace with Israel 
and suggesting that efforts at 
Mideast peace under his ad¬ 
ministration would languish 
surfaced on Tuesday morning. 

The video clips were both 


posted on the website of Moth¬ 
er Jones magazine. The maga¬ 
zine said they are both from a 
$50,000-a-plate fundraiser in 
Boca Raton, Fla., on May 17. 

In the latest clip, Romney 
said Palestinians are “commit¬ 
ted to the destruction and elim¬ 
ination of Israel” and that the 
prospects for a two-state solu¬ 
tion to Mideast peace were dim. 

“You hope for some degree 
of stability, but you recognize 
that this is going to remain an 
unsolved problem, and we kick 


the ball down the field and 
hope that ultimately, some¬ 
how, something will happen 
and resolve it,” Romney said. 

Romney has not addressed 
his remarks about the Middle 
East but he appeared on Fox 
News to try to explain his re¬ 
marks about the 47 per cent of 
Americans who don’t pay in¬ 
come tax — most of whom be¬ 
cause they don’t make enough 
money. 

“I do believe that we should 
have enough jobs and enough 


take-home pay such that people 
have the privilege of higher in¬ 
comes that allow them to be 
paying taxes,” Romney said 
Tuesday. “I think people would 
like to be paying taxes.” 

Not surprisingly, Obama’s 
re-election team pounced. 

“It’s hard to serve as 
president for all Americans 
when you’ve disdainfully writ¬ 
ten off half the nation,” said 
Obama campaign manager Jim 
Messina.

He’s fat and clearly unfit. 

Is the man on the right the 
face of America in the first 
half of the 21st centuiy? 

He could be, according to 


experts campaigning against 
obesity. 

They predict that by 2030 
more than half the people in 
39 U.S. states will be obese 
— not just overweight, but 
obese. 

Mississippi is expected to 
retain its crown as the fattest 
state in the nation for at least 
two more decades. 

The report predicts 67 per 
cent of that state’s adults will 
be obese by 2030. 

That would be an astound¬ 


ing increase from Mississip¬ 
pi’s current 35 per cent obes¬ 
ity rate. 

The data were released 
on Tuesday by the Trust for 
America’s Health and the 
Robert Wood Johnson Foun¬ 
dation. 

The dismal forecast goes 
beyond the 42 per cent 
national obesity level that 
federal health officials pro¬ 
ject by 2030. 

Trust for America’s Health 
officials said their projections 


are based in part on state-by- 
state surveys by the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention from 1999 through 
2010 . 

But their outlook sug¬ 
gests that even in the thin¬ 
nest state — Colorado, where 
about one-fifth of residents 
are obese — 45 per cent are 
predicted to be obese by 
2030. That means that every 
state would have an obesity 
rate higher than 44 per cent.

Suspect. Does BPA make 
kids fat? Experts see a 
link - but can’t prove it 


A U.S. study suggests a con¬ 
nection between the BPA 
chemical used in food pack¬ 
aging and childhood obesity. 

But researchers say the 
findings don’t prove it’s the 
cause. 

While most people have 
traces of BPA in their bodies, 
the study found that children 
with the highest levels were 
twice as likely to be obese as 
those with the lowest. 

Other factors — bad diet 
and poor physical activity — 
could cause obesity, said lead 
author Dr. Leonardo Trasande 
of New York University. 

BPA, or bisphenol A, has 
been used since the 1960s. 

The study involved more 
than 2,800 children ages six 
through 19, who took the sur¬ 
vey in the years 2003 through 
2008. 

Researchers compared 
BPA levels in their urine to 
their weight, and divided

them into four groups based 
on BPA amounts. 

The key finding: About 22 
per cent of the children with 
highest levels of BPA were 
obese, compared to just 10 
per cent of kids with the low¬ 
est levels. 

The American Chemistry 
Council, which represents 
chemical manufacturers, 
called the study speculative.

Tears of relief as sex surgery gets OK 


A convicted murderer in Mas¬ 
sachusetts says a judge’s deci¬ 
sion to grant her request for 
sex-reassignment surgery is 
“the right thing to do.” 

U.S. District Judge Mark 
Wolf ruled the surgery is the 
only adequate treatment for 
Michelle Kosilelc’s gender- 
identity disorder. 

The condition, he said, is a 
“serious medical need.” 

The ruling is said to be the 
first time a judge has ordered 
prison officials to provide sex- 
reassignment surgery. 


But Wolf’s ruling prompt¬ 
ed an outcry among some 
legislative leaders, who say 
Kosilelc isn’t entitled to the 
taxpayer-funded surgeiy. 

Kosilelc said she cried tears 
of relief after learning of the 
judge’s ruling. 

Kosilelc has waged a dec¬ 
ades-long battle to complete 
the transformation from a 
man into a woman. 

“This is who I am. My es¬ 
sence is female,” Kosilelc de¬ 
clared. She said she endured 
decades of pain while grow¬ 


ing up with a boy’s body but 
feeling like she was a girl 

Kosilelc was named Rob¬ 
ert when married to Cheryl 
Kosilelc and was convicted of 
killing her in 1990. 

She has received female 
hormones and lives as a 
woman in an all-male prison 
in Norfolk. 

In his ruling, Wolf found 
that the Department of Cor¬ 
rection had violated Kosilelc’s 
Eighth Amendment right 
to adequate medical care.

China protests mix old anger 
against Japan with new dispute 


Not routine. Chinese 
ire over Tokyo buying 
contested islands boils 
over on anniversary of 
separate 1931 incident 


Old wounds amplified out¬ 
rage over a burning territorial 
dispute Tuesday as thousands 


of Chinese protested Tokyo’s 
purchase of islands claimed 
by Beijing and marked the 
81st anniversary of a Japanese 
invasion that China has never 
forgotten. 

China marks every Sept. 
18 by blowing sirens to re¬ 
member a 1931 incident that 
Japan used as a pretext to in¬ 
vade Manchuria, setting off 
a brutal occupation of China 


that ended only at the close 
of the Second World War. 

Outside the Japanese Em¬ 
bassy in Beijing, thousands 
of protesters shouted patri¬ 
otic slogans and demanded 
boycotts of Japanese goods. 
Some burned Japanese flags 
and threw apples, water bot¬ 
tles and eggs at the embassy, 
which was heavily guarded by 
three layers of paramilitary 


police and metal barricades. 

Protests also took place 
in Guangzhou, Wenzhou, 
Shanghai and other Chinese 
cities. Japan’s Kyodo News 
agency reported protests in 
at least 100 cities, and said 
people threw bricks and 
rocks at the Japanese Consul¬ 
ate in Shenyang in China’s 
northeast.

Myanmar democracy leader 
Aung San Suu Kyi began her 
landmark visit to Washington 
by declaring Tuesday that she 
supports the easing of the re¬ 
maining U.S. economic sanc¬ 
tions on her country.

Vancouver city staff have been 
asked by council to try to work 
with Burnaby, Richmond and 
maybe Surrey toward a simul¬ 
taneous, region-wide ban on 
shark fins.

Bolivian President Evo Mor¬ 
ales has enacted a law to pro¬ 
tect Amazon river dolphins, 
which many researchers say 
are at risk.

UAE decree widens gulf 
between news, propaganda

As a Canadian journalist 
heading to the Middle East to 
work for a local newspaper, I 
expected to face some censor¬ 
ship. 

But I got more than I bar¬ 
gained for when I left my post 
in April as a copy editor for 
Metro in Toronto to take up 
a four-month-long stint as a 
city reporter for the Khaleej 
Times, an English-language 
newspaper in Dubai, United 
Arab Emirates (UAE). 

It began with paragraphs 
of text conspicuously missing 
from a story I wrote citing 
reports that the Saudi Grand 
Mufti, Sheikh Abdulaziz Al 
al-Shailch, the highest au¬ 
thority on Islamic affairs in 
neighbouring Saudi Arabia, 
called for the destruction of all 
churches in the Arabian Penin¬ 
sula, which is where the UAE 
is located. 

“The grand mufti is off lim¬ 
its,” one of the editors told me 
when I approached him with 
my story in shambles. 

I quickly learned that the 
mufti wasn’t the only subject 
matter I was to never write 
about. 

The UAE’s territorial dis¬ 


pute with Iran — located 
across the Persian Gulf — 
over the ownership of several 
islands also led to a clamp- 
down on stories. 

Suddenly, we weren’t al¬ 
lowed to call the body of water 
straddling the UAE the Persian 
Gulf anymore, as it has been 
referred to for more than 
2,000 years. 

It’s the Arabian Gulf. 

And punishment for mis¬ 
using the term was swift: We’d 
likely be fired and subsequent¬ 
ly deported (everyone in the 
newsroom at the time was an 
expatriate). Unfortunately, a 
web editor who accidentally 
let the term Persian Gulf pass 
through on an online stoiy 
was put on leave without pay. 

I didn’t see him in the 
newsroom again. 

If getting rid of the online 
editor didn’t drive home the 
message, an email — written 
in all caps — sent out by the 
executive editor (also an ex¬ 
patriate) to the entire news¬ 
room made it clear to “NEVER 
EVER USE THE PERSIAN GULF. 
It is always ARABIAN GULF.” 

The email went on to say 
that “nothing derogatory 
about the UAE should be al¬ 
lowed to appear at any cost,” 
in the online comments sec¬ 
tion of the newspaper. 


Reporters were also told 
to “not write stories that will 
damage the image of the UAE.” 

I was stunned. 

It had only been a bit over 
a month since my move to 
Dubai and here I was feeling 
like Winston from George Or¬ 
well’s 1984. 

I began seeing Dubai in a 
different light while driving 
home that day. 

Everything had an Orwell¬ 
ian aura to it, from Dubai Rul¬ 
er Sheikh Mohammed’s mas¬ 
sive portraits plastered across 
the city, to the unflinching 
and often forced love the ma¬ 
jority of Emiratis — the locals 
of the UAE — have for their 
country’s leaders. 

This archaic take on free¬ 
dom of expression sharply 
contrasts with Dubai’s over- 
the-top modernity, which is 
characterized by superlatives. 
The world’s biggest mall and 
tallest building are located in 
Dubai — not to mention the 
plethora of glistening sky¬ 
scrapers rising out of the de¬ 
sert. 

But while the city’s ap¬ 
pearance has launched it well 
into the 21st century, its lack 
of freedom of speech leaves a 
void that makes you wonder 
if all the glitz is nothing more 
than a mirage in the sand. 
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Sluggish outlook. Canada’s 
economy has entered ‘soft 
patch’: TD Bank forecast 


Canada’s economy has entered 
a “soft patch” characterized by 
a housing correction, below 
trend growth and weak job cre¬ 
ation, TD Bank says in its latest 
forecast. 

The chartered bank said 
Tuesday the economy will bare¬ 
ly eke out one per cent growth 
during the current third quar¬ 
ter that ends Sept. 30, and end 
the year with a 1.8 per cent 
overall advance. 

That’s three-tenths of a 
point below the bank’s previ¬ 
ous projection in June, and also 
shy of the Bank of Canada’s 2.1 
per cent target. 

TD chief economist Craig 
Alexander said the revision 
was necessary because global 
conditions have deteriorated 
and the domestic economy 
is also faring worse than ex¬ 
pected, in part because of 
Ottawa’s decision to tighten 
mortgage rules. 

Alexander said Vancouver’s 
housing market was actually 
cooling before the stricter 
mortgage rules went into ef¬ 
fect July 9, but since then the 
real impact of the changes has 
been evident. On Monday, the 
Canadian Real Estate Associa¬ 
tion reported August sales of 
existing homes slipped 5.8 per

cent from July and were down 
8.9 per cent from a year ago. 

“That’s what we were an¬ 
ticipating. We were saying that 
we would probably lose about 
five percentage points in sales 
and three percentage points in 
prices nationally,” he said. 

Aside from housing, most 
engines of growth have slowed 
or retreated in the past few 
months, led by exports but 
also including Canada’s govern¬ 
ment sector, which has gone 
into deficit-reduction mode. 

In July, Canada posted a re¬ 
cord high trade deficit, with 
exports plunging 3.4 per cent 
in the face of soft demand in 
the U.S. and the strong dollar 
which makes Canadian ship¬ 
ments less competitive.

The stock traded as high 
as $701.44 US in the mor¬ 
ning, up a quarter of a per 
cent from Monday’s close. It 
later fell slightly.

The rally in Apple’s stock 
price puts the company’s mar¬ 
ket value at $656 billion. 

The $700 mark is some¬ 
what of an arbitrary mile¬ 
stone for Apple’s stock, repre¬ 
senting little more than a nice 
round number and a record 
high trading level.

BlackBerry trails badly in 
second-quarter figures 


New smartphone-sales num¬ 
bers from research firm IDC 
show BlackBerry lagging far 
behind Android and Apple de¬ 
vices in global second-quarter 
sales. 

Android and Apple domin¬ 
ate in smartphones, with 85 
per cent of the worldwide mar¬ 
ket combined in the quarter. 

BlackBerry devices, mean¬ 
while, came a distant third 
with 4.8 per cent of the mar¬ 
ket, compared to 11.5 per 
cent a year earlier. Waterloo, 
Ont.-based Research In Mo¬ 


tion, once Canada’s high-tech 
heavyweight, has been work¬ 
ing to turn around its oper¬ 
ations as consumers switch 
to iPhones and smartphones 
running the Android operat¬ 
ing system. 

The company’s future suc¬ 
cess rides on the unveiling of 
its BlackBerry 10 operating sys¬ 
tem and new phone. But BB10 
has suffered two major delays 
that have pushed its debut into 
early 2013, while Apple’s new 
iPhone hits stores this Friday.

Job vacancies up 
from one year ago 

Statistics Canada says 
there were 263,000 job 
vacancies in June, 20,000 
more than in the same 
month of 2011. 

The agency also says 
there were 5.3 unem¬ 
ployed people in Canada 
for every vacancy, down 
from 5.8 in June 2011. 

It says this decline was 
due to an increase in job 


vacancies combined with 
a decline in the number 
of unemployed. 

Provincially, the high¬ 
est ratio of unemployed to 
job vacancies was in New¬ 
foundland and Labrador. 

Nova Scotia had 10 
unemployed for every 
vacancy and New Bruns¬ 
wick had 9.3 people out of 
work for every open job.

Feds to adapt credit-card 
code for mobile payments 


Public consultation. 
New rules would help 
small business owners 


Ottawa is preparing to amend 
its code of conduct for credit 
and debit cards to prepare for 
the widespread use of mobile 
payments through such de¬ 
vices as smartphones. 


The code of conduct is 
only two years old, but did 
not make allowances for the 
fact that technology would 
soon allow Canadians to 
make credit and debit pay¬ 
ments not with cards but on 
mobile devices. 

Ted Menzies, the minister 
of state for finance, said Tues¬ 
day the government would 
conduct a public consultation 


process in the next 60 days to 
consider how the code can be 
amended to reflect the new 
reality. 

“Once we have reviewed 
and evaluated all submis¬ 
sions, we will set about re¬ 
vising the code so that Can¬ 
adians and small businesses 
can use mobile payment of¬ 
ferings,” he said.

Based on the cult British 
comic books, director Pete 
Travis’s go-for-broke big 
screen bloodbath Dredd 3D 
is set to level theatres this 
Friday. 

Starring Karl Urban 
(Doom, Lord of the Rings) as 


the titular dystopian super¬ 
cop, Judge Dredd, shielded 
by a mask and with full au¬ 
thority to execute evildoers, 
the film sets up its story like 
a classic western. 

Once Dredd and his rook¬ 
ie sidekick Anderson (Olivia 
Thirlby) are trapped inside 
the Peachtree slum by the 
psychotic drug lord Ma Ma 
(Lena Headey in a ferocious 
performance) Dredd must 
fight for his life by mowing 
down hundreds of baddies 
out for his blood. 

And though the film is 
jet black and brutally gory, 
it is not without its humor 
says writer Alex Garland (28 


Days Later, Never Let Me 
Go). 

“There is humor in 
Dredd,” Garland told Metro 
immediately preceding its 
Toronto premiere at TIFF. 

“He never smiles. But he 
does crack jokes. How Karl 
pitches and delivers that 
joke is the secret of the per¬ 
formance. He takes the piss. 
He has an ultra bone dry 
sense of humour.” 

Bloodshed, black humour 
and a bigger body count 
than Saving Private Ryan 
aside, there is a beauty and 
majesty to the film, a bleak 
poetry — especially evident 
in its balletic 3D design — 


that is accentuated by a re¬ 
markable meditative elec¬ 
tronic score by composer 
Paul Leonard-Morgan. 

Surprisingly, that score 
stems from an unlikely 
source: Justin Bieber! 

“Geoff Barrow from Port- 
ishead is a Dredd fan and he 
and over the years he’d been 
putting together music he 
wrote and put it together 
as an album called Drolclc. 
Drolclc is a swear word in the 
Dredd books. Anyway, when 
we were done shooting I 
showed Geoff an early cut 
of the film, and he pointed 
me towards this software he 
found that makes music run 


800 times slower, just like 
the “slo-mo” drug does to its 
victims in the movie. He sent 
me a link to a Justin Bieber 
song slowed down 800 times 
and it became this stunning 
trippy choral music. The 
whole movie was temped to 
Justin Bieber, in fact. Paul re¬ 
created that Bieber music on 
his own and slowed it down 
800 times and we use that in 
the movie.” 

To hear that original 
Bieber temp music, go to 
YouTube and search “Jus¬ 
tin Bieber 800%”. And then 
get out to a theatre to have 
your mind further blown by 
Dredd 3D this Friday.

Having witnessed orangutans 
in the wilds of Borneo, and 
Koalas lounging in the trees in 
Melbourne, Australia, the wild¬ 
life in Canada almost seemed a 
bit tame to me, if you’ll pardon 
the pun.

The scene that actually un¬ 
folded could not have been 
more spectacular. Not long into 
the tour through the beautiful 
inside passage, we quickly spot¬ 
ted countless bald eagles and 
seals frolicking in the surf. 

Then, as we edged up to the 
shoreline in a remote area, 
things quickly started to re¬ 
semble a National Geographic 
TV special. 

There, just a few feet away 
on the sandy beach front was a 
giant mother grizzly bear calm¬ 
ly crushing clamshells with her 
powerful jaw, and then happily 
spitting the shell’s contents to 
her two adorable and playful 


cubs. And then, as if on cue, we 
all noticed a lone wolf slowly 
creeping up on the oblivious 
feeding bears. This brazen 
wolf slowly crossed a river, and 
edged closer and closer to the 
mother bear and her cubs as 
we all watched from our boat 
in stunned silence. 

Then all in one motion, the 
lone wolf charges the mother 
grizzly and her cubs, chases 
them away, and proceeds to 
steal the newly shelled clam 
meat left behind. 

Our boat guide later told us 
in 20 years on the tour, he’d 
never seen a wolf confront a 
grizzly bear. 

All of us on this tour felt 
lucky to have seen something 
so amazing.

Working in a paid position to 
support the costs of university 
while gaining relevant work 
experience to add to your re¬ 
sume makes co-op programs 
for engineering a win-win 
situation. 

Alternating work terms 
with school terms, engineer¬ 
ing co-op programs allow en¬ 
gineering students to get into 
the workplace and experience 
different roles while working 
toward earning their degree at 
the same time. 

Why should engineering 
students do co-op? 

Program coordinators and 
graduates alike are not short 
on praise for engineering co¬ 
op programs. 

Sheenagh Brooks, co-op co¬ 
ordinator of civil engineering 
at the University of British Col¬ 
umbia strongly believes in the 
co-op program because it gives 
engineering students a chance 
to try out different fields be¬ 
fore committing to one. 

She says classroom educa¬ 
tion is only paper and theory, 
but co-op programs allow 
students to get out into the 
workplace where they can ac¬ 
tually apply it. 

“The main thing,” Brooks 
says, “is they think they want 
to go on this route, but when 
they get out there and try it 
they realize (something else) 
is the type of work they really 
want to do. It makes them 
realize what they first wanted 
to do, they don’t really want 
to do.” 

Co-op makes it possible 
to confirm these decisions in 
a very informed way It also 
gives students an opportunity 
to network and improve upon 


Careers after co-op 


Brooks estimates that about 
80 per cent of UBC’s co-op 
students receive offers of 
employment from the firms 
they do their co-op with. 


• Graduate Will Fulcher 
considers co-op terms 
to "have the potential of 
a four month interview.

set of skills at each one. I 
found that what you get out 
of the jobs is up to you. The 
real benefit is working with 
people of your profession and 
learning from them what you 
can. I find that it is a day to 
day experience finding tasks 
and learning how to complete 
them.” 

Work/life balance 

Participating in co-op will add 
an extra year to your school¬ 
ing, making it a five-year de¬ 
gree. The terms are generally 
four months of work and four 
months of class, sometimes 
back-to-back of the same. This 
means you will always be 
working or in school, which 
can be seen as a negative as¬ 
pect when it comes to your 
social life and freedom, but 
definitely a positive one when 
it comes to your resume and 
future career aspirations. 

Jermyn says, “Co-op does 
involve more work, I had to 
take an extra course for co-op 
for one semester and then you 
are always job searching while 
trying to do school work at the 
same time, but in my opinion 
it is totally worth it.” 

He adds, “For engineering 
students, up to 12 months of 
your co-op work can count to¬ 
ward the 48 months of engin¬ 
eering experience you need 
to become a professional en¬ 
gineer. So that’s also a bit of a 
bonus.”

The winless Saint Mary’s 
Huskies appear to be prepar¬ 
ing Drew Jacobson to take 
over the starting quarter¬ 
back job on Saturday.

Jays' Escobar gets 3-game 
ban for homophobic slur

Blue Jays shortstop Yunel Es¬ 
cobar apologized Tuesday for 
playing a recent game with a 
homophobic slur written in 
Spanish under his eyes, an ac¬ 
tion that resulted in a three- 
game suspension. 

Several pictures posted on¬ 
line showed Escobar with the 
message written on his eye- 
black stickers, which are often 
worn under the eyes to reduce 
the sun’s glare. 

The team announced the 
suspension after Escobar and 
team officials met with repre¬ 
sentatives from Major League 
Baseball and the Major League 
Players Association. Escobar, 
flanked by general manager 
Alex Anthopoulos and manager 
John Farrell at an afternoon 
news conference, apologized 
for his actions. 

“Honestly it’s been a ter¬ 
rible experience in my life and 
career,” Escobar said through a 
translator. “It’s something I’m 
sorry for and something I won’t 
do again.” 

Escobar had written under 
his eyes “TU ERE MARICON,” 


which can be translated as “You 
are a faggot.” 

The player said he was em¬ 
barrassed by his actions. 

“It was just a joke,” Escobar 
said through the interpreter. 
“It was my idea but it wasn’t 
directed at anyone in particu¬ 
lar.” 

Escobar said he has friends 
who are gay and has nothing 


against homosexuals. 

“What came out through all 
of this is the lack of education,” 
said Anthopoulos. “It’s not just 
an issue in sports it’s an issue 
in life.... It’s clear the problem 
isn’t going away and this is just 
an example of it.” 

His forfeited salary will go 
to You Can Play and the Gay 
& Lesbian Alliance Against 


Defamation. 

Escobar will also participate 
in a sensitivity-training pro¬ 
gram in accordance with the 
team and MLB. 

Farrell said Escobar often 
writes messages on his eye- 
black stickers, so others in die 
clubhouse didn’t really notice 
it.

Nostalgia ain’t what it used to 
be — or so the saying goes — 
and that applies to Audi’s 2013 
allroad wagon that returns 
following an eight-model-year 
absence. 

A lot has changed in the in¬ 
terim what with today’s push 
to improve fuel performance 
and the subsequent powerplant 
downsizing by virtually eveiy 
automaker. And so it is that the 
allroad (for some reason Audi 
doesn’t capitalize it as a proper 
norm) re-enters the market¬ 
place with the same degree of 
go-anywhere, all-wheel-drive 
Quattro swagger as before, but 
with a mere 211-horsepower 
2.0-litre four-cylinder engine at 
its disposal. 

Previous allroads offered a 
base 250-horsepower turbo V6, 
or 300 horses worth of optional 


V8 to play with, along with a 
soriy-about-that concern to¬ 
ward fuel consumption. 

Ah, but we’re heading into 
2013, where less is nearly al¬ 
ways more, thanks to gigabytes 
of technological advancements. 

For example, Audi states 
that the allroad (replacing the 
2012 A4 Avant wagon) will ac¬ 
celerate to 100 km/h from rest 
in 6.7 seconds, much quicker 
than the V6 version circa 2005. 
The new model is also about 
135 kilograms lighter and is rat¬ 
ed at 10.4 1/100 Ion in the city 
and 7.4 on the highway, which 
is a dam sight better than the 
14.8/9.4 rating that the last V6 
allroad was tagged with. 

Assisting in reducing con¬ 
sumption and maximizing 
overall performance is a stan¬ 
dard eight-speed automatic 
transmission with manual shift 
controls. 

The trim levels offer plenty 
of luxury options, but no 
matter how you outfit your 
allroad, the wagon’s inspiring 
looks, performance and fuel 
efficiency will never have you 
longing for the nostalgia of the 
good ol’ days.

This manifests itself in the 
large automotive “cottage in¬ 
dustry” in England, past and 
present, where small firms 
populate the landscape, and 
provide a wide array of kit 
cars, repli-cars, specialty 
cars, exotics, racing cars, etc. 

It seems everyone in 
Britain with an automotive 


vision will inevitably “have a 
go” at some point, trying to 
make their vision a manu¬ 
facturing reality. Sometimes 
they work out brilliantly 
and for the long haul, like 
Jaguar, Lotus and McLaren, 
and sometimes they don’t, 
like Apollo, Bond, Falcon, 
Guyson, Marcos, Sheen, 
Unicar, and so on.
